Obalrmen Peleraou cali*-d oo Mr. Fat- 
raod for a report. Tb* lattnr pmcueded 
at uun to fir* matters and thanked bla 
eoll*«gu*« for tb* couitoay ext*od*d 
to hits In postponing action at a pr*v|- 
out meeting oo account of bla abaouca 
fr 0 n» lllnoaa. “ I understand,'' aald 
Mi. Farranl, •• that Mr. Walker baa 
plana for a firehouse that will be sub¬ 
mitted fur our consideration, and I 
propose that be be gl?*n an opportunity 
iu« to submit ble proposition “ 

Mr. Walker asked wby tbe Fire Com 
mittee did not submit Its own plans 
•rat. 

Councilman Harrison opposed taking 
up any more time Inspecting building 
plans. Both Mi. Walker's and Mr, 
Farrsnd's plans, be said, were perfectly 
familiar to every member of tbe 
Oouucll. 

Mr Farrand then submitted bla re¬ 
port In favor of rbe purcb .a« of tbe R 
N Dodd building for Hie and other 
municipal purposes, and spoke at con¬ 
siderable leugtb in advocacy of that 
proj -ct. Competent builders, be said, 
bad mide an Inspect! -n of tbe Dodd 
building sod reported It a strong and 
substantial building, and an architect's 
fdsaa showed that It could be admirably 
out up Into office rooms for tbe town 
officials. Tbe building and lot eoutd 
be purchased for leas than *10,000, and 
reliable estimates of tbe ooet of alter- 
atlo s Indicated that sucb work could 
be dooe for *10,(i00, making a total coat 
of *10.000, and tbe Interest and slnklog 
fund would amount to only *2,000 
annually for tweuty years. Tne rentals 
Dow paid by tbe town were enumerated 
by Mr. Farrand as follows: Offices In 
tbe bank building, *1.000; fliehouae, 
*770; police headquarters sod storage 
building, *125, and an estimated coat of 
providing for water department, *300, 
making a total of t‘2 125, or sufficient to 
pay tbe lotereet and slnklog fund on tbe 
Dodd butldtsg. Mr. Fan and demon¬ 
strated tbe advantages of centralizing 
all tbe departments of government In 
one place, aud be closed bis remsrks 
with s in 'tlou recommending tbe pur¬ 
chase of the Dodd building. 

Mr. Walker ask-d Mi. Farrand wbat 
tbe dimensions of tbe Dodd property 
Were. 

Mr. Farrand replied that tbe lot bad 

k fpslsg* of W feet as Olmwood ave¬ 
nue, sod an easement of 10 feet on tbe 
south elde of the building. 

Mr. Moore Inquired If Mr. Farraod'e 
motion was In proper fora to legalize a 
Bond issue. 

Town Attorney Halfpenny aald that 
14a simple motion te purchase tbs 
property oould be pass ed subject to tbs 
subsequent edoptioo of an ordinance. 

Mr. Moors spoke against tbe adoption 
by the Council of tbe recommendation 
made by tbe Chairman of tbe Fire 
Committee. He reviewed tbe various 
proj-cts that tbe Council bad given 
consideration In tbe w*y of endeavoring 
to reach a solution of tbe firehouse 
problem, and be aald that after tb» 
upsetting «f on* or more attempts at 
combining town nffi e* anil firehouse-,, 
tbe Council bail paaaed a resolution to 
divorce the two | rnjecta and deal with 
tbe flrebouaea alone, and that resolu¬ 
tion, Mr Moor* cl la»*d, had never 


been rescinded. It was Mr. Moore's 
opinion that If tbe resolution bad been 
adhered to. tbe flr*m*n would have 
been In new quarter* elz months ego. 
ft waa nut bla fault, be declarer!, that 
tbe firemen were \tow tuff-ring with 
deplorable quarters In some cases and 
lack of quarters lu other*. 

In order to clear tbe way for tbe 
puiobass of the R N Dodd building, 
Mr. Farrand moved tbe rescinding of 
the resolution of September 21*t, limit¬ 
ing lbs action of tbe Gouocll to 11 re¬ 
houses since. 

Mr Walker opposed that motion and 
declared that the reaolullou ought to 
remain lu foroe, and tbe Council should 
at present oouflne Its efforts to fire, 
bouses alooe. " A town ball will be 
built," said Mr. Walker, " when tbe 
proper time comes to build it.** 

Mr Farrand's motion to rescind tbe 
resolution of September 21*t waa car¬ 
ried, Messrs. Moore sod Walker voting 
In tbe negative. Mr Farrand then 
again offered a resolution recommend- 
lug the purchase of tbe R. N. Dodd 
building 

Councilman Walker offered an amend¬ 
ment to Mr. Farrsnd's motion, and 
substituted for tbe R. N Dodd property 
a plot of ground on Bloooifl-ld avenue 
east of Decker’s livery stable. Tbe let 
proposed, said Mr Walker, Is 50x100 
f««t, and tbe price asked la *3 750. A 
building can be erected upon It ibst 
will accommodate two fir* focupaulea 
Mr. Walker then proceeded wltb a de¬ 
tailed atatement of tbs advantages tbe 
site he proposed offered, aud lb- quality 
of building that tbe plana be bad pro¬ 
cured called for. 

Tbe looatlon, be said, waa an Ideal 
•pot for a firehouse It waa convenient 
to tbe bualueee centre ami was satis 
factory to tbe firemen, and m«t the 
needs of tbe town. Mr Walker express 
ed blmeelf as opposed to tbe combining 
of town offioee with tbe firehouse*. 
Several officials In other towns whose 
views he bad obtained on tbe matter, 
condemned It as unwise, and be felt 
certain that tbe firemen did not want 
other departments of tbe town In t e 
same bu-ldlug with the fire department. 

Mr. Walker's building plans showed a 
design for s two-story brick building, 
32x65 feet to dimensions, apd to be 
erected at s cost of *10,000 Tbe build¬ 
ing was to be equipped with all tbe 
appointment* essential to a good fire 
building, tbe second fl>or to be used 

each company to be provided wltb s*p*r. 
ate room*. Mr. Walker aald that be waa 
decidedly opposed to tbe purobaae of 
old buildings. Hla owe experience waa 
that there wee ee eoonomy In It. 
*' Keory taxpayer," said Mr. Wether,

this matter of expending money for 
publto bolldlogs.'’ 

Another advantage that hla proposi¬ 
tion offered, Mr. Walker pointed ou', 
was tbe facilities adjacent to It for 
procuring horses. If tbe town bad t<> 
maintain borsee In tbe Dodd building 
It would cost *3 000 annually. It would

Farrand again argu*d In favor of tbe 
R N D»dd building. H* maintained 
that It was tb* only piaetlcal proposi¬ 
tion before tbe 0‘uuutl. No other pro. 
position showed option* In writing, and 
no written estimate* were produced 
showing tbe o>>«t Involved In other 
ecbem*-* lu numerous places, said 
Mi. Farrand. town offl.iua and fire- 
bouaea are combined In tbe asm* build- 
log aud with great satisfaction and 
ecooomy. Mr. Farrand laid stress on 
tbe fact that It waa largely to effrot an 
ecooomy la tbe cost of government 
that the purchase of lb* k. N. Dodd 
bulldlog was recommended. 

Mr. Walker said tbsl be only wanted 
to do wbat he deemed was 'or tbe best 
(merest* of tbe town He did uol 
believe tbst any motives of sympathy 
should be allowed to prevail In tb* 
settlement of tbe firehouse question. 
He bad been sppioscbed along tbst 
line, be said, but without rff-ot. " I 
think,’’ said Mr. Walker, “If tbe fire¬ 
men bad seeo tb* place tbst I bav* 
submitted here tonight when this 
firehouse matter first came up, they 
would not have voted for tbe D >dd 
bulldlog " 

Councilman Moore followed wltb a 
terrific onslaught agaln*t the purchase 
of tbe Dodd bull Ing. Ue arraigned 
tbe vacillating policy of tbe Chairman 
of tbe Tire Committee In jumping from 
one proposition to another. * J First 
e<ld Mr. M'*>r*. *' It was recommended 
to us to purchase tbe Nash bulldlug, 
then a site O Washington Street, now 
It Is tbe Dodd building. 

•• y,.u must remember,'' declared Mr. 
Moore, “that tbe aunesn'loo spirit Is 
In tbe sir, and If we sbonld be Incorpor¬ 
ated as s part of Newark, wouldn't It 
be better If we bad separate fliebouses 
than an old livery stable? Tb* Dodd 
bulldlug Is so old one. and lbs walls In 
tbe rear bulge out. If remodelled It 
would still be an old building, and It 
would be s retrograde movement oo 
tbe part of the Counoll to take quirters 
there. 

'• I don't believe that tbe wishes of s 
small msj rlly of tbe firemen should 
control tbe destinies of all towo offi ee," 
declared Mr Moure, " aid I tbluk too 
much of tbe fiiemen to put. 'betu Into so 
old stable with tbe aroma rising there¬ 
from. I urge tbe Council to sbandou 
tbe Idea of erectlug a bulldlug for town 
offioee and fire purposes combined, and 
agree upon a alts that would be aeceu 
sIM* and give tbe trvasea wbat tb»y 
deaerve.” 

After some more Interchange* of 
remarks between Messrs. Moore and 
Farrand a vota waa taken oo Mr. 
Walker’s amendment. Messrs. Moore, 
Harrlaaa, sad Walker voted for tb# 
amendment, sod Messrs. Farrand, Oon- 
lan, and Obahot against It. Chairman 
Peterson oast tbe deoldlng vote In favor 
of tbe amendment. 

Tbe next proposition taken up waa 
that of Active Ho»e Company, and 
*1,000 was voted, then *3 500 for Exc*l- 
x >r Hose House, sod 11,51*0 for a 
b illdlog In Montgomery street. 

Mr. Conlan and Mr Walk*r opposed 
*i* Montgomery street building. Tbe 
f •>m»r alluded to It a* a c'ub bouse slid 
a source of unneceses y expense to tl e 
taxpayers, sad said that while tie 
amount asked was small, there wa* no 
doubt bu* wbat there would e« o i be a 
demand for a fu> y equipped rite c m 
pauy there.
